LUCIUS  E.  CHITTENDEN  ESQ. 


The  first  Register  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury,  and  the  first  signer 
of  U.  S.  banknotes,  L.  E.  Chittenden,  served  in  that  capacity 
for  3 years,  3 months  and  23  days,  during  Abraham  Lincoln's 
Presidency.  This  oack  of  6 letters  from  Chittenden's  personal 
file  provides  interesting  study.  Being  all  handwritten  an  occa- 
sional word  or  two  in  not  decipherable,  and  often  the  signature 
is  difficult  to  determine.  Otherwise  they  are  very  well  written 
on  good  quality  paper.  The  letter  I shall  quote  was  written  to 
Mr.  Chittenden  15  days  after  his  term  as  Register  ended  - and  he 
had  a new  position  then:

HOW  THE  PRICE  OF  CONFEDERATE  MONEY  DROPPED 
In  a tiny  booklet,  sometime  after  1890,  entitled  Edison's  En- 
cyclopedia, appears  the  following  on  page  259: 

When  the  first  issue  of  the  Confederate  money  was  scattered 
among  the  people,  it  commanded  a slight  premium.  It  then 
scaled  down  as  follows:  June  1861,  90/;  Dec  1,  l86l,  80/ : Bee 
15,  1861,  75/;  Feb  1,  1862,  60/;  Feb  1,  1863.  20/;  June  1863, 

8/;  Jan  1864,  2/;  Nov  1864,  4 ny;  Jan  1865,  2p/;  Apr  1,  1865, 
li/.  After  that  date  it  took  from  08OO  to  $1000  in  Confederate 
money  to  buy  a one-dollar  greenback. 

NEW  JERSEY  OBSOLETE  notes  - some  have  red  ends,  red  and  black, 
several  black  and  gray,  black  and  green,  one  is  red  and  blue, 
some  in  pink,  some  in  brown,  one  is  black  on  yellow  paper.

The  New  Jersey  one  shilling  note  is  dated  March  25 , 1776,  "in 
the  lUth  year  of  the  reign  of  Ming  George  III."  This  was  three 
months  and  10  days  before  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  The 
words  "One  Shilling",  in  two  places,  are  printed  in  red.  The 
three  signers,  each  with  his  OT-m  shade  of  brown  ink,  are  one 
Johnston  and  two  Smiths.  On  the  reverse  a tobacco  leaf  is  showi 
and  it  states  "printed  by  Isaac  Collins,  1776"  and  also  " ’Us 
Death  to  counterfeit."

MICHIGAN  0BS0IETES 

Several  "towns"  shown  on  early  broken  bank  notes  of  Michigan 
have  puzzled  collectors  for  years  as  to  where  they  were  located, 
In  Bowen*s  Blue  Book,  pages  16-17,  these  locations  are  given  as 
to  the  county,  and  even  the  township.  55  locations  are  listed. 
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"BURIED  ASSETS" 
by  P.  H.  (Jim)  Frans  #HLM  3 

(Editor’s  Note  - this  article  was  first  nrinted  in  the  Hap  Picker 
twenty  years  ago,  issue  of  Oct  1966,  and  is  too  pood  not  to  be 
shared  with  all  of  us  who  became  members  of  PMCM  since  then.  Jim 
Frans  is  one  of  the  founders  of  PMCM,  became  our  first  president, 
and  has  served  as  rresident  of  the  Mich  State  Numismatic  Society. 
He  and  Mrs.  Frans  have  long  lived  in  Holland  MI.  He  held  member- 
ship #2  in  PMCM  until  he  became  HLM  7f3.  This  stor7f  is  of  the 
banknotes  of  the  lost  town  of  Singapore  MI,  banknotes  which  have 
nuzzled  collectors  of  Obsoletes  over  the  decades,  esoecially  Mich- 
iganders who  were  new  collectors). 

One  hundred  and  thirty- six  years  apo  (l56  now),  in  1830  William 
0.  Tutler  of  Hartford,  Connecticut  came  on  horseback  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Kalamazoo  River  from  Indiana.  It  was  his  nurnose  to  estab- 
lish a fur  tradinp  nost.  Mr.  Butler  found  nothing  but  a barren 
wilderness,  but  returned  to  his  home  full  of  enthusiasm.  In  183? 
he  returned  by  way  of  St.  Joseoh  and  Lake  Michigan,  accomnanied 
by  his  wife  and  two  children.  He  brourht  with  him  a stock  of 
trinkets  and  whiskey  to  trade  with  the  Indians  for  furs.  He  lo- 
cated just  a short  distance  ur  the  Kalamazoo  River,  built  a lop 
warehouse  and  hone,  and  started  business. 

In  1837  Oshea  Wilder  and  Sons  of  New  York  ourchased  from  the 
Barnes  family  (the  patentees ) a large  tract  of  land  just  below 
the  tradinp  nost  of  William  Butler,  and  laid  out  the  village  of 
Singapore.  Wilder  was  a surveyor,  and  he  carefully  laid  out  the 
village  with  streets  sixty  feet  in  width,  and  alleys  fifteen  feet 
wide.  The  two  main  streets  --  River  and  Broad  Streets,  were 
eighty  feet  wide.  The  original  nlat  nan  entered  for  record  in 
Allegan  County  shows  H 93  lots,  annroxinat  ely  ?% ' x 90’,  and  one 
block  of  three  acres  to  be  used  for  a 'saw  mill. 

Beautiful  forests  lined  the  banks  of  the  Kalamazoo  River,  and 
the  streets  of  the  village  were  named  after  the  trees  of  the  for- 
est such  as  Beech,  Walnut,  Chestnut,  Pine,  Oak,  Cedar  and  Cherry. 
Thrr p other  streets  were  named  Detroit,  Broad  and  River  Streets. 

During  1837  a sa w mill  war  erected.  This  mill  was  eauinned 
with  a rotary  steam  engine.  The  total  cost  of  the  mill  and  equip- 
ment was  ^8^,000.  Unnecessary  expenses  and  poor  management  made 
the  financial  burden  too  heavy  to  bear,  and  after  a few  years  the 
company  became  bankrupt.  In  18I1P  a new  mill  was  built.  Shortly 
after  commencing  operations  it  burned.  The  old  original  mill  was 
again  put  in  operation,  but  again  failure  befell  the  company,  and 
it  was  sold. 

In  1837  Wilder  & Sons  built  the  Astor  House.  This  was  said  to 
be  the  finest  hotel  in  Michigan  at  that  time.  It  measured  hO’  x 
60’  and  was  three  stories  high.  Many  stories  have  been  told 
about  the  parties  and  dances  that  were  held  at  the  Astor,  and 
many  a honeymoon  was  spent  in  its  spacious  auarters. 

The  Bank  of  Singapore  was  founded  in  1837  by  Oshea  Wilder.  The 
bank  building  was  the  only  brick  building  in  the  village.  All  of 
the  bricks  were  shinned  in.  The  bank  was  f inanced--and  we  use 
the  word  loosely,  by  the  Lancaster  Bank  of  Lancaster,  Massachu- 
setts, whose  president  was  James  G.  Carter.  The  Bank  of  Singa- 
pore issued  notes  in  §1 , $?,  $3  and  denominations. 
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In  quoting  from  Dr.  Thomas*  history  of  Allegan  County  we  read 
"I  have  never  known  the  extent  of  business  transacted  by  the 
Singapore  Bank,  nor  on  what  financial  basis  it  was  established, 
but  the  purchasing  power  of  Wild  Cat  money  can  better  be  under- 
stood when  we  know  that  people  had  to  be  informed  at  all  times 
as  to  the  standing  of  the  bank  before  the  money  could  be  accented 
in  trade.  My  grandfather  paid  $L0  in  Singapore  bills  for  a darn- 
ing needle,  and  he  had  accepted  those  bills  at  car  a short  time 
before.  I was  told  by  men  who  were  boys  in  I837  that  they  had 
rockets  full  of  Singapore  bills  after  the  bank  failed,  and  used 
to  trade  with  it  as  play  money. " 

Mr.  Levi  Loomis  told  an  interesting  story  about  the  Singapore 
Bank.  Mr.  Loomis  was  born  in  New  York  state  in  1810,  and  came  to 
Singaoore  in  1835.  Be  helped  to  build  the  first  mill  there.  His 
sister  Emily  was  the  wife  of  the  first  s ettler--Mr . William  G. 
Butler. 

There  was  a scarcity  of  boots  and  shoes  for  the  lumbermen  in 
the  village,  and  Mr.  ioomis,  though  a carnenter  by  trade,  decided 
to  go  into  the  boot  and  shoe  business.  He  our chased  a supply 
from  back  east.  When  the  boots  and  shoes  arrived,  the  lumbermen 
offered  him  bills  on  the  Singaoore  Bank  in  payment.  These  he  re- 
fused to  accent,  and  demanded  "real  money"  or  "no  deal."  There 
were  about  two  hundred  men  in  the  village  and  in  the  woods.  They 
needed  and  wanted  boots.  There  was  no  other  place  where  they 
could  obtain  them.  Mr.  Loomis  preferred  to  keen  the  merchandise 
rather  than  accept  Singapore  notes.  This  state  of  affairs  was 
rather  embarrassing  to  the  officers  of  the  Singaoore  Bank,  and  so 
they  arranged  to  redeem  their  Singapore  notes  with  eastern  money 
in  time  for  Loomis  to  remit  to  the  eastern  dealers.  Mr.  Loomis 
agreed  to  this,  and  his  entire  stock  was  sold  out.  In  exchange 
he  had  Singapore  notes  in  the  amount  of  $600. 

The  day  was  fixed  on  which  the  bank  was  to  redeem  the  money, 
but  as  might  have  been  exoected,  the  bank  was  not  oreoared  to  nay 
him  off  for  four  days.  Then  a draft  was  issued  on  an  eastern 
bank  (probably  the  Lancaster  Eank).  After  a short  tine  it  came 
back  as  worthless.  Things  went  on  until  more  than  another  month 
had  oassed,  and  Mr.  Loomis  became  desperate.  His  credit  and 
honor  defended  on  the  oayment  of  his  debt,  and  he  resolved  to  have 
good  money  at  any  cost.  Robert  Hill,  the  cashier  of  the  local 
bank  sleot  in  one  of  the  bedrooms  of  the  Loomis  home,  with  other 
boarders.  Being  cashier,  he  did  not  r5.se  as  early  as  the  others. 
Mr.  Loomis  suspected  that  Hill  carried  with  him  the  good  money  of 
the  bank,  and  slept  with  it  under  his  willow.  Loomis  formed  his 
clan.  One  morning  after  the  others  had  gone  down  for  breakfast 
Mr.  Loomis  went  to  Hill’s  room,  entered  and  locked  the  door,  and 
awakened  Hill.  He  laid  the  Wild  Cat  bills  on  the  bed,  drew  a 
pistol,  and  told  Hill  that  exchange  had  to  be  made--then  and 
there.  Hill  was  surprised,  indignant,  and  began  to  protest,  say- 
ing he  could  do  nothing  until  he  went  over  to  the  office.  "I  know 
better",  said  Loomis  "and  you  will  be  carried  down  these  steps 
unless  you  fulfill  your  promise  and  make  the  exchange."  These 
\-jords,  with  a look  of  determination  and  a -pistol  pointed  at  his 
head,  were  sufficient.  Hill  raised  up  from  his  pillow,  and  from 
underneath  it  took  a roll  of  about  $1000.  in  genuine  capital  of 
the  bank,  and  gave  Mr.  Loomis  $600.  for  his  Singapore  notes. 

Banking  laws  of  the  day  required  each  bank  to  have  on  hand  a 
reserve  of  hard  money,  or  specie.  To  meet  this  requirement  with- 


out  hampering  their  speculation  too  much,  the  bankers  maintained 
a centrally  located  fund  of  specie.  This  would  be  dispatched  to 
any  bank  that  expected  a visit  from  the  bank  examiners. 

While  the  gold  was  being  tallied  at  Battle  Creek,  Kalamazoo,  or 
Allegan,  a messenger  would  go  ahead  of  the  examiners  to  the  next 
auditing  point.  One  time  the  specie  was  being  shipped  from  Alle- 
gan to  Singapore  — a distance  of  fifty  miles  by  river,  or  twen- 
ty-five miles  by  land.  An  Indian  was  carrying  the  sack  of  gold 
and  silver  in  his  canoe,  heading  for  Singapore.  While  rounding 
a bend  in  the  river  near  New  Richmond,  the  canoe  struck  a sunken 
log  in  the  river  and  overturned.  The  sack  of  money  sunk.  When 
word  reached  New  Richmond,  where  the  examiner  was  stopping  for 
the  night,  the  bankers  staged  an  impromptu  celebration,  and  made 
the  examiner  the  guest  of  honor.  The  entertainment  and  feasting 
continued  until  a crew  of  men  recovered  the  sack  from  the  river 
with  a pair  of  tongs.  When  the  examiner  arrived  in  Singapore, 
Wilder’s  bank  produced  the  damn  and  liauid  reserve.  The  bank  was 
reported  solvent.  The  tongs  used  in  retrieving  the  gold  are 
still  on  display  in  Saugatuck. 

The  Singapore  saw  mill  produced  175,000,000  board  feet  of  lum- 
ber. It  established  a record  of  60,000  feet  cut  in  one  twelve 
hour  shift.  Much  of  the  lumber  from  Singapore  was  used  in  the 
restoration  of  Chicago,  after  Mrs.  O’Leary’s  cow  kicked  over  the 
lantern. 

Mail  delivery  was  very  irregular  in  Singapore  --  usually  once 
in  two  weeks  the  mail  was  brought  in,  either  by  Indians  who  came 
by  canoe  down  the  river,  or  by  lumber  rafts.  A Mr.  Fairchild  is 
credited  as  being  the  first  mai'1  carrier.  Ke  travelled  on  horse- 
back. Postage  was  twenty-five  cents  a letter,  and  was  paid  by 
the  receiver.  Each  extra  sheet  was  subject  to  extra  postage. 

To  avoid  the  extra  charge,  there  being  no  envelopes,  the  address 
was  either  written  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  paper,  or  a sheet 
of  foolscap  was  used  as  a wrapper.  The  extra  part  of  the  letter 
was  written  on  the  wrapper,  by  using  skim  milk  instead  of  ink. 
This  could  not  be  seen  until  heated  by  fire  when  it  would  become 
legible. 

Singapore  flourished  as  long  as  there  was  lumber  to  be  cut 
nearby.  Excessive  demands  to  rebuild  Chicago  resulted  in  a 
soeed-uo  of  operations  that  sealed  Singapore’s  doom.  Nine  years 
aftmr  the  Chicago  fire  the  community  started  its  decline.  Soon 
there  was  but  one  family  left  in  the  town  --  Jim  Nichols.  This 
stubborn  fisherman  moved  his  f mily  into  the  three-story  house 
after  everyone  else  had  packed  up  and  moved.  By  this  time  the 
restless  sand  had  started  its  march  on  the  ghost  town.  Soon 
sand  had  taken  over  the  first  floor  of  the  Nichols  home,  so  the 
family  moved  to  the  second  floor.  In  time  this  floor  became  a 
sand  dune,  and  the  family  moved  to  the  third  floor.  When  at  last 
it  was  evident  sand  would  take  over that  too,  Nichols  gave  up  the 
unequal  struggle  and  moved  away.  The  Nichols  house  was  the  last 
to  disappear  beneath  the  sand. 

A sand  hill  now  covers  the  site  of  the  buried  village.  Be- 
neath it  is  the  brick  bank,  the  church,  and  the  homes  and  streets 
of  the  village.  At  one  tine  the  spire  of  the  church  is  said  to 
have  peered  through  the  sand,  but  the  dunes  shifted  again,  and 
covered  all  the  evidence  of  the  past.  Now  nothing  more  than  a 
dreary  waste  of  sand  is  seen,  and  the  piles  of  sawdust,  part  of 
which  have  been  used  in  building  the  roads  through  the  dunes,  are 
still  visible.  . 


Today  if  one  searches  diligently,  there  is  evidence  to  mark 
the  site  of  Singapore . Slabwood  and  sawdust  can  be  located  at 
the  water's  edge.  Further  inland,  a fallen  chimney  marks  the 
site  of  one  house.  In  another  nlace,  a rile  of  broken  clam 
shells  is  evidence  of  human  habitation. 

Somewhere  under  the  restless  eternal  shifting  sands  is 
Singapore.  One  gets  an  eerie  feeling  when  standing  in  the 
center  of  what  must  have  been  a thriving  community.  Hundreds 
lived,  loved,  worked,  fought,  and  died  --  leaving  scarcely  a 
trace  to  mark  their  passing.  Still,  Singapore  was  a town  that 
had  the  decency  to  disappear  when  its  period  of  usefulness  was 
ended. 


CANADA  MONEY 

In  very  early  local  history  we  find  the  following  three  para- 
graphs in  a copv  of  the  Livingston  Courier,  Howell  (Michigan) 
dated  May  10,  I0I4.8 , on  page  two,  which  incidentally  also  shows 
a display  of  Gen.  Lewis  Cass  (of  Michigan)  for  President  that 
year.  The  article  was  simply  headed  "Canada  Money." 

"Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent- 
atives of  the  State  of  Michigan,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  any  Person  or  corporation  to  issue  or  in  any  manner  circul- 
ate, as  money  at  any  time  after  six  months  from  the  time  this  act 
shall  become  a law,  within  this  State,  any  bill,  note  or  other 
evidence  of  debt,  purporting  to  be  issued  by  any  body  corporate, 
private  broker  or  other  person  carry inr  on  banking  business  in 
any  foreign  country  or  province. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  offending  against  the  provision  of  this 
act  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  offence  three  times  the  nominal 
value  of  any  such  bill,  note  or  other  evidence  of  debt,  to  be 
recovered  with  costs  of  suit  in  the  name  of  and  for  the  use  of 
any  person  who  shall  sue  for  the  same,  and  prosecute  such  suit 
to  judgment  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  Any  incorporated  company  in  this  State  who  shall 
purchase  or  take  at  a discount  any  bill,  note  or  other  evidence 
of  debt  purporting  to  be  issued  by  any  banking  corporation  or 
body  corporate,  not  chartered  by  the  legislature  of  this  State  or* 
that  of  some  other  state  in  the  United  States  and  the  circulation^ 
of  which  is  prohibited  by  this  act,  shall  for  every  offence  for- 
feit the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  in  the 
same  manner  provided  in  the  second  section  of  this  act.
